“IT’S DEVASTATING" 

Thieves take everything from rehabbed house featured on WCCO 


W ilson Molina dabbles in 
the American Dream. The 
realtor purchases distressed 
properties on the cheap 
from the city and turns them into shiny 
new abodes. 

Last June, Molina bought a vacant four- 
bedroom place in the Phillips neighbor¬ 
hood of south Minneapolis for $42,000. 
In real estate parlance, it was a place with 
‘"potential.” In layman’s speak, it was a 
dump. 

The floors needed a complete make¬ 
over; overhauls were mandatory for the 
electrical, plumbing, and heating systems. 

In February, the house was ready for 
resale. Minneapolis officials were eager 
to showcase it as a success story of the 
Vacant Housing Recycling Program, the 
city’s vacant-home rehab program. 

The “celebration” was advertised 
for February 19. WCCO-TV dispatched 


reporter Kate Raddatz to cover the event. 
Her segment aired on the six o’clock news. 

The house was listed for $299,000. 
Molina had a full-price offer before the 
end of the day. 

“I look at it as an opportunity where 
everybody wins,” Molina tells City Pages. 
“What was a house where nobody lived 
and that no one wanted, becomes a nice 
new affordable home for the buyer. The 
city increases home ownership, which is 
good for the greater community. At the 
same time, we make a little money.” 

Molina left the house, which was staged 
for showing with items like furniture and 
rugs, late Friday afternoon. He returned 
around 10 a.m. the following Monday to 
discover it had been raided by thieves. 

“They took ever 5 Thing,” he says. “Two 
fridges, a range, all the furniture, hand rails. 
They even took a toilet and ripped out the 
copper wiring from behind where one of 


the appliances was. They did leave the 
kitchen sink, but stole the $100 Delta 
faucet.” 

A neighbor informed Molina that three 
people had been at the house earlier 
that morning. They brought a U-Haul 
and filled it up. 

“My guess is they knew the house was 
vacant after watching the story on the 
news,” says Molina, who estimates they 
made off with $3,000 in staged wares and 
an additional $3,000 to $4,000 in appli¬ 
ances. “I say that because, until the open 
house, we hadn’t had any problems for 
months when the house stood vacant.” 

As he now replaces the pillaged appli¬ 
ances, Molina is waiting on Minneapolis 
police to track down the criminals. 

“It was pretty brazen,” he says. “They 
were smoking in the house. They spilled 
pop on the floor. Whoever they are, it is 
my hope the police will find and charge

Ejces andX's 

Revenge porn is not illegal, but it’s wrong. So is looking at it. 


A nishaVora thought she was look¬ 
ing at a spam email. “Someone 
is sharing naked pictures of 
you,” said the subject line, and 
the sender was a name she didn’t know 
Vora, then a 22-year-old college student 
in New Jersey, was ready to roll her eyes 
at whatever software service was being 
marketed inside. 

Instead the message contained her full 
name, the name of her ex-bo 5 dfiend, and 
personal details about both of them. It 
also had links to websites. She clicked 
through, and saw that sexy pictures she’d 
sent her ex were published on Flickr and 
Tumblr. First, Vora cried. A lot. 

Then she went to the cops. Her ex-boy¬ 
friend confessed, and got a small amount of 
community service, a “slap on the wrist,” 
Vora says, for misdemeanor harassment. 

Then it got worse. The guy continued 
posting pictures and, later, her address, 
telling readers they should pay her a visit. 
That she had a rape fantasy. For these 
more egregious crimes, he was again 
caught, convicted, and sentenced to six 
months in jail. 

That was in 2013. The violation con¬ 
tinues to this day. At one point, Vora 
learned that photos of her existed on 
3,000 websites. Now she pays a profes¬ 
sional monitoring service an annual fee 
to keep finding and scrubbing them. It 
might never end. Recently the number of 
sites with her nudes was down to a dozen. 
Then it jumped back up to more like 50. 

“People go on these websites and think 
‘she’s a slut, she posted all these pics of 
herself,”’ Vora says. “I was a victim.” 
The smartphone is a reputational 


nuclear weapon. Take a photo or video 
of someone with one click, publish it with 
the next, and that’s it. The internet and 
its mob of horny, one-handed typists will 
take it from there. 

Minnesota’s dealing with a similar epi¬ 
sode right now. Last week, three Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota basketball players were 
suspended after Twitter and Instagram

accounts belonging to Kevin Dorsey, a 
freshman, posted clips of a homemade 
sex tape featuring a woman and two men. 

Dorsey told police his phone had been 
stolen, though he didn’t report it until after 
the videos appeared. (Later, his father 
tried denying that the video even exists.) 

Whatever happened, this isn’t about 
the fate of the U of M basketball program, 
or the sex lives of college athletes. This 
is about the girl. 

The clips were taken down after less 
than a half-hour, a century in internet 
time. It was more than enough time to 
capture still images, as some did, or to save 


the video for themselves and, if they feel 
like it, share with their favorite amateur 
porn sites. 

What happens to the original perpe¬ 
trator? Probably nothing. Prosecutors in 
Ramsey and Hennepin counties have never 
brought felony charges against someone for 
ruining a victim’s life. They can’t. Posting 
naked or sexual images without someone’s 
consent is not a crime in Minnesota. 

Only 26 states have outlawed what’s 
known as “revenge porn,” almost all within 
the last three years. We’re next. On Tuesday, 
Rep. John Lesch, DFL-St. Paul, introduced 
a bill to make nonconsensual publishing 
of sexual images a felony. His bill would 
also make the creep who posted it liable 
for civil damages: In a case like Anisha 
Vora’s, the poster, not the victim, would 
be on the hook to pay for her never-ending 
reputation recovery. 

Lesch, who works as a prosecutor for the 
city of St. Paul, has heard from dozens of 
Minnesotans who’ve been victimized, from 
successful businesswomen concerned for 
their careers to teenagers who feel their 
lives are ruined. Some want the offender 
locked up. All want the pictures to go away. 

Michelle Goldberg, a New York lawyer 
who handles revenge porn cases, points 
out that American G.I.s used to carry hot 
pictures of the wives waiting for them 
back home. What’s different now is how 
quickly misplaced images, or misplaced 
trust, can lead to a widespread, permanent 
violation of privacy. 

“Their vagina is on 50 different web¬ 
sites,” Goldberg says, describing her 
clients. “They can’t sleep, they can’t eat. 
Ever 5 rwhere they go, they think, ‘Has this 



person seen me naked? Has that person?”’ 

Minnesota should make this illegal. 
Now. A few weeks ago, actually — back 
before someone tweeted videos from Kevin 
Dorsey’s account. But there’s more to it 
than that. Punishing the supply doesn’t 
end the demand. 

If you wouldn’t walk up to a woman 
on the street and rip off her clothes, you 
should stop looking at amateur porn with 
uncertain origins. Because he or she once 
got naked, or had sex, the subject is forced 
to do it over and over, for years on end, 
so America can get its rocks off. That the 
viewer cannot see the subject’s trauma 
doesn’t make it go away. Your click is 
another violation. 

You’ll get away with it. No state is trying 
to go after the willfully ignorant consum¬ 
ers who profit from victims’ defilement. 
The courts couldn’t handle all of you. Of 
us. I, too, am guilty of clicking “play” or 
“enlarge image” when I knew nothing 
about how it wound up on the internet. 
I just knew I wanted to see. 

Looking at porn without the subject’s 
consent will never be illegal. It will always 
be wrong. 03

THE JUKEBOX 



As touch-screen 
machines dominate, 
throwback purists 
fight for bar 
music’s soui

I t’s Thursday afternoon at the CC Club, and 
sunlight is warming the bottles of cheap 
beer fizzing on the bar. It’s early enough 
for Jeff Sorenson to hang out at the spot 
he’s been drinking at since he was 16. That’s 
because the new regulars haven’t shown up 
yet, so the music coming through the digital 
TouchTunes jukebox is still vintage CC fare 
— Guided by Voices, R.E.M., the Jayhawks. 

In a few hours, however, young folks getting 
an early start to the weekend at the iconic dive 
will push credit cards into the touch-screen 
machine available at bars and restaurants around 
the world. The result will be Ed Sheeran and 
Maroon 5 blasting in what used to be Min¬ 
neapolis’ coolest jukebox bar. 

“The jukebox used to represent the people 
that came here,” Sorenson bemoans. 

And it still does... sort of A lit, birdlike dude 
bouncing back and forth between the Touch- 
Tunes box and the bar even queued up “I’m in 
Trouble” by the Replacements. The CC Club 
used to be the Replacements’ bar—’Mats bassist 
Tommy Stinson told City Pages in 2013 that 
he “spent about a quarter of my life in that 
bar” — but that was back in the ’80s and ’90s, 
when the CC had an old-fashioned jukebox. 

Sorenson takes a pull from his Budweiser. 
As more people start filtering in the place, he 
points out that the bar’s old jukebox could 
only hold a few hundred songs. 

“Nobody [could] play shitty music, because 
there [was] no shitty music,” he says. “It’s like 
coming to my house and looking through my 
record collection.” 

Kim Laurent Lusk, a server who’s been 
working at the CC Club for nearly 30 years, 
walks by. She was the club’s jukebox authority, 
rotating a balance of classic bar-rock ragers 
while debuting new tunes from the Replace¬ 
ments, Hiisker Du, and Soul Asylum in the 
jukebox’s heyday. 

“It was like our baby,” she says glowingly 
of the old jukebox. She remembers the time, 
25 years ago, after someone threw on “These 
Boots Are Made for Walkin’” by Nancy Sinatra. 
When that descending bassline bled through 
the throaty speaker, folks in the room jumped 
onto the bar and stomped out the jangly rhythm, 
walking along in their own boots. 

Music in the CC Club — and countless other 
Minnesota bars — was easy to enjoy with the 
limited playlists and venue-specific charms of 
the vintage jukebox. But now internet jukebox 
business TouchTunes dominates the bar music

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market in the Twin Cities and beyond: The 
company has more than 71,000 machines 
in North America and Europe. 

At the CC Club, it costs a dollar to play one 
song in the TouchTunes jukebox, or 50 cents 
for a Top 40 hit. The old-school machines 
typically charged 25 cents per play. Along 
with savingbars money on install costs and 
upkeep, TouchTunes has additional appeal 
to some because of its virtually unlimited 
music selection, making it the egalitarian 
choice for bars to embrace — kind of like 
Netflix or Spotify for the drinking scene. 
Similar to how other internet streaming 


services de-romanticize the act of search¬ 
ing for and buying content, TouchTunes 
makes bar music less special for some folks 
who spend the most time in bars. 

‘Tt was just really good to have the old- 
school music on,” Laurent Lusk says. ‘Tt 
was something that we took a lot of pride 
in. And then all of sudden, you’ve got to 
let it go.” 

THE ‘MAGICAL’ APPEAL 
OF TOUCHTUNES 

T he digital music machines made by 
TouchTunes are not jukeboxes. Or, at

least, they’re notjust jukeboxes. 

“This is the jukebox on steroids,” says 
Sharon Cooper, a marketing manager at 
TouchTunes’ corporate 
office in New York City. 

“It’s the new-school 
new technology.” 

Founded in Canada, 
the company created 
its first digital juke¬ 
box in 1998. Since 
then, TouchTunes’ 
dominance of the bar 
jukebox market has led 
to the development of 
extra functionality in 
their machines, includ¬ 
ing photo booth and 
karaoke features. 

With TouchTunes, bar patrons can 
choose from several hundred thousand 
songs, with a promoted emphasis on Top 
40 hits. But one of the company’s main 
machines — the Playdium — does much 
more as one of “the world’s first smart” 
jukeboxes. The Playdium learns what music 
is popular in its bar, then highlights the 
songs and artists that are “most relevant” 
to its location. It’s sort of like how Laurent 
Lusk rotated tunes in and out of the old 
jukebox at the CC, but without the human 
touch. As Cooper puts it, TouchTunes is 
just as good, if not better, at providing the 
right music for the establishment. It’s just 
like a jukebox, she says, but one that you 
can intereact with using an app on your 
phone. 

“It’s still that magical moment when 
you choose a song and you’re waiting for 
the song to come on,” she says. 

But the company’s newest development, 
something it calls AttractTV, is reaching 
beyond music. Other than sticking with 
the apparent “no spaces between words” 
TouchTunes policy, AttractTV S 5 mcs with 


the TouchTunes box in the bar and can 
display drink specials, messages from the 
bartender, and photos posted to its app 
that customers hashtag 
with the bar’s name. 

“That’s that magical 
moment that we love 
to leverage for our con¬ 
sumers,” Cooper says 
of the AttractTV. 

It’s built on seem¬ 
ingly unnecessary 
functions, especially 
if the regulars have 
Instagram accounts 
and if the bartender 
has, you know, a voice. 
So try one of the 200 
AttractTV locations if 
you like the social element of a bar, but 
would rather not talk to anybody. 

350-POUND NIGHT LIGHTS 

ar away from TouchTunes’ 15th-floor 
office in Midtown Manhattan, Kevin 
Hammerbeck shuffles through his basement 
showroom in the Minneapolis Warehouse 
District. Hammerbeck owns and operates 
Kilroys, an antique store that’s one of the 
last places in Minnesotayou can find several 
working jukeboxes, among other nostalgic 
paraphernalia. 

It’s a gray day, but the windowless base¬ 
ment is filled by bright green and red neon 
lights radiating from one of Hammerbeck’s 
Wurlitzer jukeboxes. Next to it, a vintage 
Seeburgfrom 1948 rests unplugged. Com¬ 
pared to the classic charm of the Wurlitzer, 
the round facade and conoidal top of the 
Seeburg confuses the eye — it looks less 
like a jukebox and more like 1948’s vision 
of a futuristic garbage can. 

“It’s like R2D2’s grandfather,” Hammer¬ 
beck chuckles as he plugs it in. The machine 
lurches into gear to play “Someone Like

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You” by Doris Day. Hammerbeck opens 
GrandpaD2’s top to view the machine 
shuffle through its collection of old 78s, 
searching for the right musty vinyl record. 
Soon, the Seeburg’s needle drops and Day’s 
big band booms through the otherwise 
quiet showroom. 

“To me, it’s nice to watch something 
work,” Hammerbeck says above the music. 
He’s always loved mechanics, and his pas¬ 
sion for jukeboxes began in Little Falls, 
Minnesota, where he grew up eating at 
the Country Kitchen and playing songs 
from its tabletop jukes. His love for coin- 
operated machines grew and led Ham¬ 
merbeck to establish Kilroys in 1975. 

When Hammerbeck started, jukeboxes 
weren’t collector’s items yet. In the mid- 
’70s, one could snag a Wurlitzer, the most 
popular jukebox model, for less than $500. 
Today, however, he’s selling a 1985 CD- 
playing Wurlitzer for just under $8,000. 
It’s so valuable because Wurlitzer doesn’t 
manufacture jukeboxes anymore. 

The Cibson-owned company peaked in 
postwar America way back in 1946, when 
it produced 56,000 units of its popular 
1015 model. 

Though he’s met enough jukebox lovers 
to sell 300 of the CD-playing Wurlitzers 
since he launched Kilroys, it’s getting 
harder to And enthusiastic customers. 
Hammerbeck even called the Wurlitzer 


company flve years ago, asking if they 
knew why people weren’t buying juke¬ 
boxes anymore. 

“I said. Am I doing something wrong?”’ 
Hammerbeck remembers. “They said, Dur 
sales are going down equally as much.’” 
Today, a quick Coogle search pulls up two 
phone numbers for Wurlitzer’s American 
office in Curnee, Illinois — both of which 


are dead lines. 

Hammerbeck says bar and restaurant 
owners still value the aesthetic of the 
classic jukebox, but the technology falls 
further from cutting-edge every day. 

“I remember when I first sold the CD 
player [Wurlitzers],” Hammerbeck says, 
patting the machine with pride. “I’d say. 
This [jukebox] holds 100 CDs.’ Everyone

would go, ‘wow.’ Now, people pull out 
their fob and it’s got, like, thousands of 
songs on it.” 

He walks over to yet another jukebox, a 
1955 AMI that plays 45s. Its open window 
and chrome finish complete its Thun- 
derbird-like look. When Holl 5 rwood film 
set designers visit Kilroys, Hammerbeck 
shows them the AMI last, as he knows 
they’ll have an eye for it. Among other 
appearances, this jukebox landed a scene 
in Wilson, the forthcoming Woody Har- 
relson movie that was recently shot in 
Minnesota. 

Despite its charm, the machine is a relic 
from a bygone era. Like the old bottles of 
7 Up and Dad’s Root Beer surrounding 
it, the AMI is also one of the last of its 
kind. Hammerbeck still didn’t think he’d 
see so many jukeboxes age into nostalgia 
this way. 

“I never really imagined it would hap¬ 
pen this fast, in my life. I thought there 
would always be jukeboxes,” Hammerbeck 
says. “I thought people would always be 
entertained by them — it meant something 
to have that music right there, rather than 
just a computer.” 
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DO YOU HAVE

ack at the CC Club, ‘'Can’t You Hear 
Me Knocking” by the Rolling Stones 
rattles throughout the bar. If you avert 
your gaze from the eerie perma-glow of 
the TouchTunes machine, you could half- 
convince yourself that the tune’s digital 
conversion blaring over the sound system 
is just another CD in the old jukebox. 

At the TouchTunes box, Paul Macpher- 
son and a buddy stare with meek faces at 
the screen, swiping past Drake’s “Hotline 
Bling” and Eric Church. Macpherson scoffs 
at the selection. 

“Sometimes they have soemthing in 
there that you like, but most of the time, 
they don’t,” the 30-something Macpher¬ 
son says, begrudhingly feeding dollar bills 
into the machine. “The CC Club doesn’t 
need this. It needs an actual jukebox with 
actual albums.” 

As night falls and the bar gets rowdier, 
Laurent Lusk remembers when the club 
painfully transitioned from jukebox to digi¬ 
tal around 2011. “People around here don’t 
like a lot of change,” she notes. 

After the CC ditched its famous jukebox 
for TouchTunes, the old crowd complained 
and convinced the bar to find a different 
jukebox in 2013, the same year the CC 
was purchased by adjacent upscale eat¬ 
ery French Meadow. Though an open call 
offering free beer for juke CDs gave the 


new selection a boost, it just wasn’t the 
same as the original ’box. 

“Even when we brought this fancy, old, 
beautiful jukebox in and tried to do what we 
did before,” Laurent Lusk says, “the reality 
is that the young people didn’t know what 
to play, because 
they didn’t rec¬ 
ognize any of 
the music.” 

A bleak sce¬ 
nario emerged: 

The CC now 
had a jukebox 
loaded with 
Hiisker Dii 
cuts, and most 
patrons didn’t 
care enough 
to play them. 

Even for the 
older patrons 
looking to 
relive the fuzzy guitar-charged bombast 
of “Something I Learned Today” on the 
juke, the technology itself revealed its defi¬ 
ciencies when the machine kept breaking. 

“It wasn’t worth having a repairman 
come out here every other day,” CC Club 
bartender Mike Messina remembers. 

Eventually, TouchTunes provided 
financial salvation to the owners of the 
CC Club. As they do in many establich- 


ments, the TouchTunes team offered to 
upgrade the CC’s entire sound system for 
free if it switched to the digital platform. 
Management chose to replace the bar’s 
outmoded jukebox technology with Touch¬ 
Tunes yet again in 2014. 

Though it 
hurt Laurent 
Lusk’s heart 
to abandon her 
30-year project 
curating the 
bar’s music, 
she doesn’t 
dwell on the 
past much. 
Instead, she 
smiles when 
she remem¬ 
bers the club 
inviting local 
bands like Red 
Daughters and 
Penn 5 n:*oyal to debut their new records on 
the jukebox. 

“People’s new albums would come out, 
and we’d have their listening party before 
the CD’s release,” she says. “It was an 
honor to be played on this jukebox that’s 
seen the Replacements and Hiisker Dii 
and Bob Mould and Soul Asylum. That 
was fun and that’s sad we can’t do that 
anymore.” 


But if TouchTunes has several hundred 
thousand songs available at a swipe of the 
screen, wouldn’t that make the CC Club’s 
music selection better? 

“It started with us rejecting their songs,” 
Laurent Lusk shrugs, thinkingback to when 
the CC’s younger crowd embraced the 
TouchTunes machine. “In the beginning, 
it was a little too much, like, ‘Can we not 
play Justin Bieber again? Can we not hear 
Taylor Swift again?”’ 

Now it seems the newer regulars in the 
CC don’t remember or care much about 
the club’s erstwhile jukebox hero status. 
Instead of feeling resentful of the youth¬ 
ful patrons, Laurent Lusk chooses to let 
go of the bar she knew when she started 
serving here in the ’80s. 

“I had mixed feelings about [losing the 
jukebox]. I constantly had to defend the 
decision to people who’d been coming in 
here for a really longtime,” she says. “I’ve 
seen 30 years of change in this bar. It’s their 
bar now. We still come here, but these guys 
are going to stay like we stayed. You’ve got 
to be fair. And it worked out well.” 

And consider the revised take from 
Sorenson, our CC barfly from earlier in 
the story. 

“To be honest, I just appreciated it being 
there. I never even played the jukebox,” 
he says. “It’s stupid: Why would I put my 
money in the damn jukebox when some-

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one else is going to do it? I’m just going to 
spend my money at the bar.” 

WHERE THE JUKEBOX LIVES ON 

nside the 19 Bar in LoringPark, Kesha’s 

‘Tik Tok” blares to an otherwise quiet 
room. Nothing’s going on right now, but 
from behind the bar, Andrew Beirl says 
that soon people will clamor to the bar’s 
mammoth old-school jukebox. Though it 
doesn’t have the same retro feel as Ham- 
merbeck’s machines, it’s vintage, and it’s 
one of the few CD-playing jukeboxes left 
in any bars in the Twin Cities. 

Beirl has worked at 19 Bar for 10 years, 
but he’s more than just a bartender. He’s 
in charge of curating the jukebox just like 
Laurent Lusk was at the CC Club, and 
every few months he adds CDs by different 
artists that will win over the crowd at Min- 
neapolis’ oldest gay bar. Flip through the 
jukebox’s selections, and you’ll find Britney 
Spears, Janet Jackson, Eurhythmies, and 
mix CDs that Beirl puts together himself 

It’s a long, tedious process to get a mix 
CD into the 19’s jukebox — Beirl finds the 
music online, burns the CD, designs a track 
list for the jukebox, then manually loads the 
disc into the old machine’s finicky racks. 

‘‘But it’s worth it,” he reports. “One of 
my favorite things as a kid was making 
mix tapes.” 

Beirl hopes the 19 Bar will always use 
the old, CD-pla 5 dng jukebox—at four spins 
per dollar, it’s way cheaper to play music 
on than most TouchTunes machines. Even 
though internet jukes offer more variety, 
there’s something exciting and mysterious 
about what you’ll find on an old jukebox. 


The throwback jukebox at 19 Bar is loaded 
with handcrafted mix CDs. 


“It’s a lot more fun to do the scavenger 
hunt where you’re flipping through the 
discs [on a jukebox] and trying to find 
songs you would like, as opposed to just 
Googling it on your phone,” he says. “It’s 
a dying art.” 

He remembers the time someone queued 
up “What’s Up” by 4 Non Blondes and 
the entire barroom immediately sang the 
whole tune together. You can find 4 Non 
Blondes on a TouchTunes box, but Beirl 
thinks the classic jukebox just has more 
emotional power. 

“Everybody at the bar was singing at 
the top of their lungs,” Beirl remembers. 
“I think it’s a nostalgia thing — there’s 
something special about classic juke¬ 
boxes.” 

Maybe perspectives similar to Beirl’s 
will live on at the 19 Bar, the Triple Rock 
Social Club, and Grumpy’s Bar in North¬ 
east, a few places where old-style CD- 
playing jukeboxes still entertain with their 
limited selections. Like the dilapidating 
state of the physical music market, disc 
jukeboxes are dying out in the bar scene. 
Count Beirl among those holding out hope 
that increased jukebox technology will 
revive the popularity of older formats, just 
as MP3s did for vinyl. 

“Anybody can do the touch screen. It’s 
much more fun to not have unlimited 
[songs],” Beirl says. “I hope jukeboxes come 
back. I think they will, in time. Ever54hing 
circles back.” 03

Dark Horse is another bright spot in Lowertown’s glittering drinking and dining scene

F or a very long time, St. Paul’s 
Lowertown was a downtown in 
name only. It was the butt of jokes. 
Punchlines involved tumbleweeds 
and streets that rolled up at dark. 

No more. To date, Lowertown can boast 
Heartland, one of Minnesota’s first farm- 
to-table restaurants; Handsome Hog, 
an upcoming fancified BBQ place; Saint 
Dinette, a Frenchified neighborhood pow¬ 
erhouse that could be the best St. Paul 
restaurant of the moment; Tanpopo, the 
most authentic Japanese restaurant in 
either city; Barrio, Mexican cooking that’s 
much better than it gets credit for; Ox 
Cart Ale House, a pub where everything 
down to the wieners is made from scratch; 


Big River Pizza, a top contender for best 
pizza in either city; and more, too many 
to list here. 

The new Dark Horse joins that roster as 
one of Lowertown’s, and St. Paul’s, most 
accommodatingbars. Housed in a former 
magic store on East Seventh Street, Dark 
Horse strives to give you what you need, 
when you need it. “What do you want us 
to be?” it seems to ask. “We can be that!” 

What you need is booze. Lots of it, at all 
times of day and night. At brunch, lunch, 
dinner, and twice-daily happy hours, mar¬ 
vel at Dark Horse’s entire wall of brown 
liquor. This is the place to turn if what 
you’re after is not a bourbon list, but a 
bourbon library. Same for scotch, Irish 
whiskey, and rye. 

Dark Horse and sister restaurant 


Muddy Waters in Minneapolis are also 
two of the industry leaders in beer. There 
are about 40 on tap plus all the cans and 
bottles you know and love. They even 
do wine reasonably well, with a short 
list of interesting labels instead of the 
usual throwaway junk beer bars use to 
placate wine people. Many of their good, 
drinkable bottles can be had for under 
$25, a rarity just about an 5 rwhere. 

You can certainly have a mint julep 
or a Manhattan if you like; the bar does 
mixology, too. And with a can of Hamm’s 
going for $3, dudes spilling over from the 
divey Gopher Bar across the street may 
even find something to like. (No Coney 
Island served here, though. The Gopher’s 
signature meat sauce dog is one of the few 
things Dark Horse doesn’t do.)

St. Paul has always been Minneapolis’ 
more practical, somewhat boozier sibling, 
and we’re glad Dark Horse has kept this in 
mind. With drinks thusly situated, turn to 
the food menu. Six hours’ worth of happy 
hour daily means you’d have to try hard 
not to score a deal on food or drink. Food 
specials in the $5 to $11 range include 
global favorites like fried fish tacos, Korean 
BBQ, and two-topping pizzas. 

Even at full price, bar snacks are too 
varied not to land on something amenable. 
Baozi (Chinese steamed dumplings) are 
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Apple pie with melted Cheddar and spiced whip

little handmade bundles of dough, the size 
and shape of golf balls. Rustic pastry reveals 
braised pork belly and kimchee within. 
Set upon a sauce duo of yellow pepper 
coconut emulsion and Sriracha, they’re 
like igniting your mouth with fiery little 
cannonballs. 

We also like the chicken wings, done 
three ways: berebere (African spice), salt 
and pepper, and our favorite, the Dark 
Horse house wings. These arrive cloaked 
in a deceptive, clear glaze, Carolina Reaper 
chiles (a cross 
between habanero 
and ghost chiles) 
lurking to singe off 
your face. You can 
cool things down 
with the atten¬ 
dant pot of creamy 
smoked gouda sauce. 

Both the wings and 
the sauce are inven¬ 
tive and spot-on. 

Sadly, neither the pizza nor the classic 
burger could stand up to comparable items 
at surrounding places. Both had under¬ 
seasoning issues, and while likable enough 
next to a beer, they weren’t lovable enough 
to seek out independently. This is a shame, 
as Muddy Waters has some of the most 
underrated pizza in Minneapolis. We had 
hoped its sister kitchen would follow suit. 

The pizza, with nubs of Italian sausage, 
roasted wild mushrooms, and roasted 
peppers could have done with a more 
fiavorful marinara or better seasoning 
in the toppings. The crust had reason¬ 
able crispness and chew, good wood fire 
blister and char. But at $18, it’s a tough 
sell with distinguished Black Sheep and 
the Original Red’s Savoy pizzerias both 
available downtown. 

We had similar feelings about a classic 


burger that wasn’t really classic at all, as 
it arrived not atop its familiar soft white 
bun, but on a shiny pretzel bun. Though 
cooked to proper medium rare temp and 
sporting a nice slick of melty cheddar, it 
could have used a dose of salt and pep¬ 
per. With Saint Dinette’s now legendary 
cheeseburger available in the neighbor¬ 
hood for just a buck more. Dark Horse 
will want to beware of competition. 

Classics are difficult to master unless one 
is a specialist, and Dark Horse is most defi¬ 
nitely a generalist. In 
one evening a person 
could eat Middle 
Eastern, Chinese, 
Irish, Turkish, Mexi¬ 
can, Indian, Italian, 
and Thai. This is to 
say nothing of the 
brunch menu, which 
meanders from bis¬ 
cuits and gravy to 
bulgogi tacos. 

It’s unclear whether to feel annoyed or 
charmed by this all-things-for-everyone 
approach. Sometimes we felt both in the 
same visit. A side of roasted Brussels 
sprouts with kimchee relish and bacon 
should have been a fiavor bomb, but instead 
fell relatively fiat. But then a meal-ender 
of apple pie encrusted in melted cheddar 
cheese and served with a pillowy dollop of 
spiced whip was a delight, a sign of both 
technical prowess and whimsy. 

This see-what-sticks approach seems 
to be a coup — the place is packed every 
night. And when it shines, it shines. 

Too much of a good thing is a decent 
problem to have, and Lowertown is on its 
way to having it. If Dark Horse wants to 
gather that sentiment up and tie it with 
a bow, we will graciously take it. Even if 
that bow sits slightly askew. 03

5 Minnesota beers to try in March

M arch is abusy month for brew¬ 
eries. Between the St. Patrick’s 
Day special releases and the 
jump from winter to spring 
seasonals, there’s a lot rotating through 
the brew tanks. 

It’s a nice reminder of just how produc¬ 
tive and imaginative the brewing scene is 
here; this list could be 20 items long, and 
it’d still cover only a small percentage of 
March’s offerings. 

We narrowed the options down to these 
five beers: 

Summit Unchained Us and Them, 

American IPA, 7.2% ABV, 90IBU/Session 
IPA, 4.2%ABV,55IBU 
Billed as “a two-thread experience,” the 
21st entry in Summit’s highly touted 
Unchained Series is actually a pairing of 
brews that kicks off the St. Paul brewery’s 
30th anniversary. Released in late Febru¬ 
ary, Unchained 21 covers the spectrum of 
the ostentatiously popular IPA. Based off 
the Saga IPA recipe, the two brews — a 
session IPA and an American IPA — are 
twins separated at wort. Both beers are 
the brainchild of brewer Gabe Smoley, 
and both use the same grist to greatly 
different ends. The session IPA is light 
and crisp, showcasing the clean taste of 
citra hops, whereas the American IPA has 
a much stouter alcohol taste and a deep 
malt body, showcasing New Zealand hops. 
Unchained Us and Them is available in 
mixed six packs and is best enjoyed two 
at a time. 


Urban Growler Maibock, Maibock 

6.8%ABV,26IBU 

Urban Growler has a lot going on. Between 
releasing gads of beer this February/March 
— including a barle 3 rwine, chai porter, 
apple saison, and oatmeal stout (out on 
St. Paddy’s day) — and a planned expan¬ 
sion for October, the St. Paul brewery 
is running at full sprint these days. But 
that doesn’t mean they don’t have time to 
enjoy the progress they’ve already made. 
This week will see the release of Urban 
Growler’s spring fest beer, the carefully 
malted Maibock. Served in a dimpled stein, 
this German-style beer (also known as a 
belles bock) is lagered over the winter 
in preparation for the coming of spring. 
With a frothy head and a pale finish. Urban 
Growler’s take on the Bavarian classic calls 
for a prost to the brewery’s achievements 
thus far as well as those to come in 2016. 

LynLake Mos’Citra, Double IPA 

9%ABV, 99 IBU 

LynLake Brewery has easily the best out¬ 
door drinking space of all the breweries in 
Minneapolis. The Uptown rooftop calls for 
refreshing spring beers to be enjoyed in 
the sun, and they’ve begun to unveil their 
thaw-welcoming program with Mos’Citra, 
which has been on tap since early March. 
Mos’Citra is a candy-tasting double IPA 
that still washes out with plenty of grass. 
Its unfiltered, orange-ish body and stub¬ 
born, frothy lacing betray the high alcohol 
volume, but the taste does not. Mos’Citra 
is a perfect beer for happy hour on Lyn- 
dale as soon as sweater weather officially 
resumes.

Lift Bridge Brotherhood, American lager 

4.S%ABV,1SIBU 

The popularity of 93x’s Half-Assed Morn¬ 
ing show has spawned a cult following 
known as the Brotherhood, and they 
hand-picked Stillwater’s Lift Bridge to 
make the perfect beer for their audience. 
Due out on March 12, Brotherhood is 
billed as a “smooth-ass beer” (not to be 
confused with Wisconsin’s Good Ass Beer, 
which is bad). Lift Bridge brewers con¬ 
fess that there isn’t really an adequate 
genre signifier for the beer, but it falls 
pretty closely to the adjunct lager cat¬ 
egory. With a utilitarian drinkability and 
a light body, it’s a great addition to Min¬ 
nesota’s already proud line of tallboys. 
Proceeds from the sale of Brotherhood 
benefit the Minnesota Military Families 
Fund, so you can feel good about drink¬ 
ing this pounder of old-fashioned suds. 
Also try the brewery’s Irish Coffee Stout, 
which was released March 5 and should 
be available through spring. 

Omni Rua, Red ale 

4.1%ABV,26IBU 

In Irish, “rua” means “copper-colored” or 
“red-haired,” so Omni Brewing brewing 
Zack Ward named his red ale Rua. But 
the cheekiness doesn’t stop there. He also 
added fresh ginger to the whirlpool, a 
hat-tip to his carrot-topped friends who’ll 
be celebrating St. Paddy’s Day with the 
Maple Grove brewery. The ginger adds a 
lightness to the normally overly sweet malt 
of the red ale, and the herb lingers after 
a swallow. In Ward’s original homebrew, 
he also added candied ginger, but going 
all-fresh has allowed him to make Rua a 
refreshing pour he hopes to have every 
year from spring to summer. Rua is out in 
the Omni taproom starting March 16.03

NEW BLUE DOOR PUB 
BRINGS BLUCYSTO 
COMO IN SOUTHEAST 


T he newest Blue Door Pub opened in the 
Como neighborhood last week, giving 
employees at the University of Minnesota 
an instant lunch 
favorite, judging 
from the number 
ofsport coats and 
ties on display 
two days after 
the restaurant’s 
debut. BDU, as 
it has been dubbed, expands the options 
on a block that already includes Black 
Coffee and Waffle Bar and Obento-Ya. 

It’s all about the burgers here, with lots 
of variations on that Minnesota original.

the Juicy Lucy. Blucys, as they’re called 
here, come in a variety of creative incar¬ 
nations. There’s the original, filled with 
blue cheese and garlic — from whence 
the name, which has come to refer to 
the restaurant’s entire class of stuffed 
burgers. 

Then there are choices with so many 
ingredients you wonder how they can 
be contained between two beef patties. 
Case in point, the Cease and Desist, a 
lightly veiled (and so much better) take 
on McDonald’s Big Mac, with American 
cheese, pickles, onions, shredded lettuce, 
and house-made ‘Merican sauce. It is a 
messy but oh-so-tasty monster that will 
dribble down your chin and require a 
mountain of paper napkins. 

Blue Door is also known for its award¬ 
winning Jiffy Burger, a don’t-knock-it-til- 
you’ve-tried-it combination of unlikely 
bedfellows. Pepper jack cheese, bacon, 
pickles, chunky peanut butter, and mayo 
come together to hit all the right taste 
buttons. Instead of duking it out like cage 
match combatants, the flavors play nicely 
together; the spice and smoke get mel¬ 
lowed out by the peanut butter and mayo, 
and there’s crunch and creaminess in 
every bite. 

There are a number of appetizers on 
the menu to help delay the effects of the 
dozen or so beers on tap, but those in the 
know go for the totchos, available as nacho 
totchos, buffalo chicken, or hella totchos 
with mojo pulled pork. Every Monday the 
kitchen puts together a specialty totcho 
available for one day only. There are also 
salads, and a tasty fish taco, but really? 
Going for the salad at a burger joint is 
like wearing your Green Bay jersey to a 
Vikings game. 

The newest Blue Door is also the most 
open and sun-drenched of the three res¬ 
taurants, with an entire bank of windows 
facing Como Avenue. The wall opposite 
the windows is home to a small bar; the 
other two walls are lined with booths, 
and there is a smattering of tables in the 
middle of the room. The decor is refined 
steampunk, with vaguely Victorian pink 
wallpaper, a small mirror anchored to the 
wall at each booth, and exposed pipes and 
ductwork. There are a few TVs mounted 
on the walls, but they don’t dominate 
the space. 

Happy hour happens twice a day, from 
2 p.m. to 5 p.m., with special prices on 
select tap beers and wine as well as a 
full basket of fries or tots for $3. The 
beer selection is heavy on local favorites 
like Surly, Steel Toe, and Indeed. The 
late night happy hour, from 9 p.m. to 
close, offers deals on many of the menu’s 
appetizers.

Knight of Cups is a tarot-inspired Hollywood fable

I n tarot, the Knight of Cups is a way¬ 
ward prince who drinks from a chal¬ 
ice and forgets who he is while on a 
mission from his father. In Terrence 
Malick’s new film, he’s a disenchanted 
screenwriter (Christian Bale) hazily 
navigating the overlapping vagaries of 
Hollywood, his lovers, and his family. 

Knight of Cups is divided into eight 
chapters, seven of them likewise named 
after symbols from the tarot deck. These 
mystical cards act as vital clues to what 
lies behind the sparse, fabulistic plot. 
“You see the palm trees?” Rick asks via 
voiceover, Malick’s preferred method of 
verbal expression. “They tell you any¬ 
thing’s possible.” 

But whether in fairy tales or reality, 
there’s a world of difference between 
what’s possible and what actually comes 
to pass. Rick cruises along the coast¬ 
line in a convertible flanked by gorgeous 


women, drifts from production meet¬ 
ings to parties, and is more shaken by 
an early-morning earthquake than his 
luxe bachelor pad. Poor him, it’s easy to 
think while playing the world’s smallest 
violin between your Angers. 

But Malick never does. Knight of Cups 
begins with narration from The Pilgrim's 
Progress, a 17th-century Christian alle¬ 
gory; this, along with the tarot connection, 
suggests that we’re meant to think of 
Rick not as a typical showbiz philan¬ 
derer but rather as a restless searcher 
who probably wouldn’t have better luck 
flnding whatever it is he’s looking for if 
he knew what it was. 

Malick is a rare bird, and Knight of Cups 
is strange even by his standards. After 
returning from a quote-unquote hiatus 
that spanned a full 20 years, the media- 
shy filmmaker made movies touching 
on everything from World War II (The 
Thin Red Line) and America’s creation 
myth (The New World) to the birth of the 


universe itself (The Tree of Life). 

In hindsight, anyone hoping he would 
continue expanding his narrative scope 
(or even maintain its vastness) was bound 
for disappointment. Malick’s Actional 
universe has contracted markedly since 
then, his characters now closer to the 
insect end of the spectrum than angels — 
not that it stops him from flnding grace 
notes in all of them. 

These two new examples of minor- 
chord Malick — first To the Wonder and 
now Knight of Cups — are the icebergs of 
the writer-director’s filmography. What 
we actually see is only their outermost 
layer; everything else rests stubbornly 
beneath the surface, daring us to dive 
down. Both Aims are under two hours 
long (a first since 1978’s Days of Heaven), 
and a plot summary of either would last 
only a few vague sentences. Malick has 
always zeroed in on his characters’ inner 
worlds, but now more than ever that 
fixation comes at the expense of their

external realities. 

That’s made it easy for some to dismiss 
Knight of Cups as something like an art- 
house episode of Entourage, which seems 
an odd criticism. From his very first Aim, 
the criminals-on-the-lam romance Bad¬ 
lands, Malick has displayed an affinity 
for figures in extreme circumstances 
who find themselves emotionally adrift. 
Where better to find such a lost soul 
than Holl 5 rwood, especially given how 
at odds with the studio system Malick’s 
freeform style is? 

Each of the tarot-invoking chapters — 
the Moon, the Hanged Man, and the High 
Priestess are a few — refers to someone 
in Rick’s life, most of them romantic in 
nature. He has relationships of vary¬ 
ing degrees of seriousness with several 
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FILM 


women (Freida Pinto, Cate Blanchett, 
and Natalie Portman play three of them), 
though most aren’t given much more to 
do than strike a pose and a mood. 

If these women are defined only by 
their relationship to Rick, so too is he 
somewhat of a cipher, primarily fieshed 
out via his dealings with the people 
around him. (Hollywood is all about 
networking, after all.) We don’t know 
what kind of movies he writes, what 
sparked his deep-seated existential cri¬ 
sis, or whether he was ever truly happy 
in this life. 

Malick once told John C. Reilly, who’d 
just shot a lengthy, emotional mono¬ 
logue for The Thin Red Line, that ‘J’m 
always slightly disappointed when you 
all open your mouths to speak. I almost 
wish the picture could play like a silent 
picture.” Malick doesn’t quite believe 
actors should be treated like cattle, as 
Hitchcock famously did, but he does 
seem most interested in their ability to 
convey emotions and ideas with as little 
dialogue as possible. (Reilly’s monologue 
ended up getting cut from the final film, 
by the way.) 

This is all to say that, though these 
aren’t conventionally strong characters, 
they aren’t really meant to be. Rather, 
they’re attractive vessels for whatever’s 
on the director’s mind — often some 
mixture of romantic longing, Heideg- 
gerian philosophy and, especially as of 
late, Christian theology. Their own nar¬ 
ratives are in service of a larger whole 
that probably only makes complete sense 
to Malick. 

Luckily for us, the images in Knight 
of Cups are a marvel to behold and the 
characters’ voiceover ruminations, incho¬ 
ate though they may sometimes be, are 
lyrical in a way that few besides Malick 
even attempt to pull off. Malick releases 
his movies into the world like a falconer: 
Once let loose, they have minds of their 
own. They’re elegant and well-trained 
as they take flight, though, and always 
circle back in a meaningful way. 

Lest you think the film is a stifling, 
self-serious bore, let it be known that 
Knight of Cups also features a Fabio 
cameo and some righteous underwa¬ 
ter shots of dogs fetching balls from a 
swimming pool. Movies about superficial 
people are rarely this deep. This comes 
through even in the frequent idle chatter 
between suits in the background, much 
of it slyly mocking but not unsympa¬ 
thetic. In showing Hollywood to be a 
sad fairytale, Malick likens this hollow, 
intoxicating lifestyle to an elixir that 
Rick drinks despite knowing it’ll only 
deepen his slumber — no matter how 
desperately he may want to wake up. 03

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A RUSSIAN EVOLUTION 

Theatre Novi Most presents Chekhov like you’ve never it seen before

D irector Vladimir Rovinsky set 
out to make his production of 
Anton Chekhov’s The Seagull 
more authentically Russian—by 
making it less stereotypically “Russian.” 

American audiences are used to seeing 
Chekhov’s characters leading lives of quiet 
desperation. Rovinsky however, gives us 
people leading lives of loud desperation 
in an attempt to capture the humor and 
humanity that makes these 19th-century 
strivers still beloved to their latter-day 
Russian descendants. 

The resulting production, now being 
staged at the Southern by Theatre Novi 
Most, suggests what we might have seen if 
the late movie director Robert Altman had 
ever decided to do Chekhov. The struggles 
of the central characters are balanced with 
the antics of a boisterous supporting cast, 
making this Seagull an expansive pageant 
of pathos. 

It’s not for everyone. Theatergoers who 
like their Chekhov dry and intimate will 
need to buckle their seatbelts as Rovin- 
sky’s cantankerous cast comes parading out 
along the web of boardwalks created by set 


designer Michael Burden. The production 
starts with a thump, as young pla3miaker 
Konstantin (Nathan Christopher) drums 
his staff against the floor and calls to his 
mother (Barbara Berlovitz), establishing 
a conflicted relationship that will become 
central. 

Another conflicted relationship is the 
one between Konstantin and Nina (Shelby 
Richardson), an ingenue actress who falls 
into the arms of Trigorin, a capricious writer 
(Paul de Cordova) who’s ostensibly an item 
with Konstantin’s sharp-tongued mother. 
The despairing Konstantin shoots a seagull 
and delivers the bloody bird to Nina, only 
to have Trigorin appropriate the metaphor 
as the inspiration for a short story. 

Rovinsky’s approach is most effective 
with characters like Masha, a tragic but 
vital flgure on the margins of the story who 
snaps to life in Julianna Drajko’s pointed 
performance. She maybe cruel to her hap¬ 
less husband (Matt Wall), but you still feel 
like it would be fun to share a samovar 
with her sometime. 

An already full stage is made fuller by 
an ensemble of actor-musicians who move 
about Ailing in minor roles and playing 
composer Johanna Gorman-Baer’s varied

score. They’re used to great effect during 
an aborted performance of Konstantin’s 
symbolist play, which comes off like some¬ 
thing George Crumb might have cooked 
up for a stoned avant-garde picnic in the 
Summer of Love. 

This production never misses an opportu¬ 
nity to push it. There’s Berlovitz’s physically 
overwhelming seduction of de Cordova, 
a bingo game that turns into a macabre 
musical moment, and mobs who cross 
the stage, silently roaring with laughter, 
to underscore their blithe self-satisfaction. 
It’s certainly Chekhov like you’ve never 
seen it before, and it’s often highly amus¬ 
ing, but as the failed experiments stack 
up next to the successful ones, Rovinsky 
risks audience burnout. 

Ultimately, it’s Richardson who draws 
us back to the heart of the matter. Amid 
the hubbub, she holds tight to Nina’s sin¬ 
cerity. In a show that’s often larger than 
life, Richardson reminds us that life itself 
is big enough. 03

Doubts 

When rape role play and 
past sexual trauma collide 

I ’m your average straight 42-year-old 
white gay. Married for a little less than 
a year (second marriage for both). We 
have an active sex life and are both GGG. 

My wife wants to be forcibly fucked — held 
down and raped. Normally I’d be all over 
this because I do love me some rough sex. 

My issue: She told me she was traumati- 
cally raped by a man she was dating prior 
to me. All I know is that it involved a hotel 
room and him not stopping when she said 
‘"no.” So for now, I play along, but I know 
I’m not taking things as far as she’d like. I’m 
over here wondering if her previous trauma 
was a result of her encouraging forceful sex 
and regretting it later, and I worry the same 
thing could happen to me. Or is she trying 
to relive the experience? Should I fear her 
motivation and the potential consequences? 

Am I overthinking things? 

TREMULOUS HUSBAND IS 
NEEDING KNOWLEDGE 

When it comes to rough sex—particularly 
when it involves role-playing forced-sex 
scenarios — overthinking is preferable to 
underthinking But before we think through 
your specific issues, THINK, a few points 
of clarification. 

A woman who’s into rough sex, even 
forced-sex/rape-role-play scenarios, can 
still have been raped by a partner — and a 
rape can occur during what was supposed to 
be a consensual forced-sex/rape-role-play 
scene. Ifyour wife withdrew her consent and 
her former partner continued, it was rape. 

Also, THINK, lots of women fantasize 
about “rape,” which Tm putting in quotes 
here because these fantasies typically involve 
a woman being “taken” by someone she’s 
attracted to, and lots and lots and lots of 
women are victims of rape. Obviously 
there’s going to be overlap between these 
two groups. Your wife’s forced-sex fan¬ 
tasies could have nothing to do with her 
rape — it could be a coincidence — or your 
wife may be one of those people (not all 
of them women) who have eroticized a 
past sexual trauma (not always rape), and 
playing with a partner she trusts provides 
her with feelings of control and catharsis, 
empowerment and pleasure. 

But what about you, THINK? 

You worry “the same thing could happen 
to me.” By that you don’t mean, “I could 
be raped!” You mean, “I could be falsely 
accused of rape.” That’s a pretty big and 
disrespectful leap. What you’re sa 5 dngis, “I

think my wife is lying when she says this 
other man raped her—and I don’t want her 
to do the same to me.” Tm not sure what 
to do with that. I mean, I don’t think your 
wife is lying, THINK, and I don’t know 
or love your wife. You presumably know 
and love your wife, and yet you’re worried 
she may be setting you up for a false rape 
accusation. That’s some dark shit — that’s 
some Gone Girl shit, that’s the plot of some 
horrible Kathleen Turner/Michael Douglas 
shit movie from the 1980s. 

If you’re really concerned about protect- 
ingyour own butt, THINK, then have a nice 
long conversation with your wife about 
her fantasies over e-mail. I’ve given that 
advice to people negotiating edgy and/or 
forced-sex scenes with strangers or near¬ 
strangers. It feels odd to give that advice 
to someone negotiating a fantasy role-play 
scenario with his spouse. But here we are. 

Don’t tell your wife you wanna chat 
over e-mail because you’re worried about 
needing an alibi. I would suggest that you 
believe your wife, first off, and that you 
have this conversation over e-mail — two 
anonymous accounts created just for this 
purpose — because it will allow you both 
to be more thoughtful and less inhibited 
(sometimes these things are hard to discuss 
face to face). Tell her you don’t want to 
accidentally traumatize or trigger her, first 
and foremost, but you also don’t want to 
wind up traumatizingyourself You would 
feel like a monster if you hurt her while 
attempting to fulfill her fantasies. 

Finally, THINK, this isn’t somethingyour 
wife will wanna do just once. So take baby 
steps: Increase the intensity gradually, from 
scene to scene, check in afterward, google 
“sexual aftercare” and read the piece on 
Curve that pops up (it’s a lesbian website, 
but the lessons/advice/insight are generally 
applicable), and keep having long conversa¬ 
tions, via e-mail or face to face, about what’s 
working for her and what isn’t.
